The Broken Record 

The people of Michigan are de- 
bating a fundamental wilderness 
park issue in deciding whether or 
not to allow copper mining in the 
Porcupine Mountains State Park of 
the state’s upper peninsula. Presid- 
ing over the debate is the Michigan 
State Conservation Commission. 
The 58,000-acre park, containing 
many virgin stands of hardwoods, 
breathtaking scenery and rare spe- 
cies of wildlife, was purchased in 
1944 by the state and dedicated to 
wilderness preservation. Now, how- 
ever, the Bear Creek Mining Com- 
pany, a subsidiary of Kennecott 
Copper Corporation, wants to try 
to extract low-grade ore from 933 
acres of the park. Reasons given by 
local “‘use-it-up-now” specialists: 

“We need new industry to pro- 
vide jobs; copper mining won't hurt 
wilderness; we only want a small 
chunk; the park isn't really wilder- 
ness anyhow—it’s been logged. or 
overgrazed, or a road’s been built 
(or something) so that what we 
want won't hurt it anyhow; and the 
national security is at stake!” 

Any who haven't heard this story 
before have had their ears closed 
when earlier broken records have 
been played. We don't expect the 
exploiters to quit playing their tune. 
Ne do expect conservationists—in- 
cluding our readers—to catch on 
quickly and take action accordingly.

Old World plants 
at Williamsburg 


GARDENS have bene- 
fitted from a wide variety of 
Old World plants since the first set- 
tlers arrived with seeds and “slips” 
to remind them of their beloved 
English gardens. 

The early settlers wanted as many 
reminders of home as_ possible. 
Housewives stuffed bulbs and seeds 
in their packing boxes along with 
their copper kettles, quilts and 
feather mattresses. Once the neces- 
sities of life were provided, a great 
mail order business was established. 
Furniture, tools, fabrics and china 
were imported from England, and 
so were plants and shrubs. 

Peter Collinson of London was 
one of the botanists who corre- 
sponded with naturalists and garden- 
ers in America. His extensive 
gardens at Mill Hill, London, had 
flowers and vegetables from every 
section of the colonies. 


Thomas Jefferson had many

European plants at his various Vir- 
ginia estates. In his Garden Book, 
begun as a diary of his gardens in 
1766 and kept until 1824, he gives 
a detailed account of planting, in- 
troduction of new plants, methods 
of improving farming, horticulture. 
viticulture, experimental gardening 
and the use of ornamentals. 

Thanking a friend of his in France 
for sending him seeds of the bread 
tree, Jefferson wrote, “One service 
of this kind rendered to a nation is 
worth more to them than all the 
visitories of the most splendid pages 
of their history and becomes a 
source of exalted pleasure to those 
who have been instrumental in it.” 

Jefferson introduced olive trees 
and dry rice to South Carolina and 
Georgia in order to improve the 
economic staridards of the slaves 
He ranked this as one of his most 
important achievements. 

During the 1959 Williamsburg 
Garden Symposium, to held 
March 4 to 6 and March 11 to 13, 
Thomas Jefferson and Peter Collin- 
son will be honored at gardeners’ 
banquets. David F. Sander, distin- 
guished British horticulturist and 
former nurseryman to Her Majesty 
Queen Elizabeth, the Queen Mother, 
will come from England to speak 
at both banquets. His subject at the 
Collinson Banquet, March 5, will be 
“The Golden Age of Plant Explora- 
tion.” At the Jefferson Banquet, 
March 12, he will tell the fascinat- 
ing story of ancient plants rediscov- 
ered in London after the German 
bombings in World War II. 

The handsome results of the 
colonial gardeners’ international ex- 
change of garden beauty can be 
seen today in the unique [8th cen- 
tury gardens of Williamsburg, which 
Symposium members will tour. 
Plan to come to Williamsburg for 
this annua! gardeners’ meeting— 
March 4 to 6 and March 11 to 13.

Northern 
Pointers 


by JAMES H. BEALE 
(Ridgefield, Connecticut) 


Pruning shrubs, bush and tree fruits; 
unusual trees; forcing shrubs; sow- 
ing grass seed. 


|} IS PROBABLE that the weather 
will be too severe for much out- 
door work this month, but toward 
its end and during March, trees and 
shrubs may be pruned. 

Pruning—Only the shrubs 
which flower later than June are 
in need of pruning at this time. 
These include butterfly-bush, Bud- 
dleia Davidii varieties; hills-of-snow 
hydrangea, Hydrangea arborescens 
grandiflora; peegee hydrangea, H. 
paniculata grandiflora; chastetree 
(vitex}; false-spirea  (sorbaria); 
rose-of-Sharon, Hibiscus syriacus; 
bush-clover (lespedeza); ANTHONY 
WATERER spirea and others flower- 
ing during the same period. All of 
these may be cut back to near the 
base of last year’s growth. 

Shrubs grown for their fruits as 
well as for their flowers may, if 
necessary, have a few old, worn-out 
stems cut out at the base. These 
include snowberry (symphoricar- 
pos); barberries (berberis); jetbead 
(rhodotypos); flowering quince 
(chaenomeles); some  viburnums 
and many others. 

The preferable time for pruning 
shrubs that flower before the end of 
June is immediately after flowering 
is finished. Cut off the flowering 
portions and a few of the oldest 
stems down to the base of plant. 
Included here are the larger spireas, 
mock-oranges, deutzias, weigelas, 
kerria and others. 

Among bush fruits, red currants 
need the thinning out of older stems, 
red raspberries must have their canes 
shortened about one quarter and the 
small weak canes cut off at ground 
level. 

Apples, and to a lesser extent 
pears, require some thinning out 
every year or they fill up with use- 
less shoots and in a few years fruit 
only on the outer ends of the 
branches. Plums and cherries may 


need littke more pruning than the 
removal of branches crossing into 
the head of the tree, but heavier 
pruning is necessary for peaches. 

e Unusual trees—This is a good 
time to consider ordering a new 
tree. The double-flowered form of 
flowering dogwood, Cornus florida, 
deserves wider recognition as it is 
not in any sense a freak. Silver- 
bell, Halesia carolina, is interesting 
for its drooping white flowers, and 
also for its brown, four-winged 
fruits. In the milder areas, Labur- 
num Watereri with yellow, wisteria- 
like, pendant clusters of blossoms 
is worthy of greater attention, as 
also. is varnish-tree, Koelreuteria 
paniculata, which in July has up- 
right clusters of yellow flowers | 
foot or more in length and bladdery 
seed pods. Sorrel-tree or sourwood 
(oxydendrum) is conspicuous for 
its brilliant fall foliage color and in 
July its small flowers in long clusters. 

¢ Forcing shrubs—Any increase 
in the supply of flowers for the 
house is welcome at this time, and 
shoots may be cut from shrubs in 
the garden for this purpose. Usually 
available are forsythia, flowering 
quince and crab-apple. After split- 
ting or crushing the base of the 
shoots place in deep water in a cool 
place. Spray or dip daily until there 
are indications of growth; then they 
can be taken into the living room. 

e Sowing grass seed—Though 
not often practiced, it is possible to 
sow grass seed now with excellent 
results. After a fresh snow, before 
a frozen crust has formed on its 
surface, the seed can be scattered 
over areas known to be thinly cov- 
ered with grass. As the snow sinks, 
the seed is carried down with it and 
settles in the puffy, frost-raised sur- 
face where it will germinate when 
weather is warm enough. In spring. 
a light roller can be run over the 
area as soon as soil is sufficiently dry.

Ramblings 


by BEN ARTHUR DAVIS 
(Meridian, Mississippi) 


Spring planting; dividing perennials; 
acidifying soil; azalea petal blight; 
spring pruning. 


N TO OcToBER, February is 
perhaps the most important 
month for Southern gardeners. Many 
of the things we failed to plant in 
October may be planted early this 
month along the Gulf Coast and 
in Florida, and during the last half 
of the month in the Middle and 
Upper South. 

e Spring planting—Sow seed of 
the hardy annuals including lark- 
spur, calliopsis, calendula, poppy, 
sweet pea and Phlox drummondi. 

During the first half of February 
you may plant acidanthera, canna, 
hemerocallis, montbretia and gladi- 
olus in the Deep South; in the Mid- 
dle South and northward, wait until 
the last of the month. 

Planting of bare root trees, shrubs 
and roses should be finished all 
through the South this month. Con- 
tainer-grown plants may be planted 
later in the season. 

* Dividing perennials—As soon 
as the old clumps of perennials show 
an inch of new growth, you may 
divide and replant if you did not do 
so in the fall. Perennials benefiting 
by frequent division include phlox, 
physostegia, shasta daisies, rud- 
beckia and perennial aster. 

Acidifying soil—When plant- 
ing azaleas, camellias, gardenias 
and other plants which require an 
acid soil, work two tablespoonfuls 
of aluminum sulphate into the soil 
placed under and around each me- 
dium-sized plant. Aluminum sul- 
phate is much longer lasting than 
most other acidifying agents. This 
month and early March is a good 
time to apply it about the roots of 
established plants. Four pounds of 
aluminum sulphate to each 100 
square feet of bed is about right; or 
use iron chelates according to diree- 
tions given on the package. 

¢ Azalea petal blight—Almost 
1959

every year just as the blooming 
season opens, azalea petal blight 
breaks out in new areas. The only 
control is to spray every third day 
starting as soon as the first flowers 
open. The most satisfactory reme- 
dies are Dithane Z-78 and Parzate. 
The disease starts with small white 
spots on colored petals and dark 


spots on white petals. When the 
ailment strikes in full force the 
flowers become limp and _ slimy 


within a day or two. 

e Spring pruning—You may now 
do the pruning that you have been 
itching to do for so many weeks. 
Trees, shrubs, roses and perennial 
vines that bloom in summer may all 
be pruned this month. In the Rio 
Grande Valley, along the Gulf Coast 
and in Florida you may prune early 
in the month; in the Middle South 
about the middle of the month; and 
in the Upper South during the last 


week of this month. The early- 
flowering shrubs that bloom in 


March, April and May should not 
be pruned until after flowering. 

In pruning pyracanthas be care- 
ful not to remove the wood of last 
season’s growth, as this is the wood 
that will bear flowers in the spring 
and develop fruit for the fall. 

Nandinas are sometimes slow to 
recover from heavy pruning, but if 
they have grown tall and leggy cut- 
ting them back near the ground is 
the only recourse. At the time of 
pruning, loosen the soil around the 
clumps and feed heavily. 


Questions of the Month 


Q. My Christmas-rose (Helle- 
borus niger) planted two years ago 
produces very few blooms and _ the 
plants look sick. How can I im- 
prove them? 

A. While you should be able to 
grow these plants in the Upper 
South, I have had little success with 
them in my garden here in the Deep 
South. The plants prefer a shady 
location, a deep soil with liberal 
humus and sand and ample water 
during dry spells. 

Q. My lycoris foliage remained 
green all winter. Is this normal? 


Also, when is the best time to plant? 

A. The foliage of most species of 
lycoris appears in the fall about the 
time the flowers fade and remains 
green until May or early June. Bulbs 
are planted when dormant—usually 
in June and July.®

Midwest 


Pointers 


by R. MILTON CARLETON 
(Hinsdale, Illinois) 


Prepare for spring; lawn weeds; still 
time to prune; protect elms; activate 
house plants; sow annuals indoors; 
egg collecting. 


AKE A DEEP BREATH! This may 

be your last chance to relax be- 
fore spring gardening work takes 
every spare minute. However, there 
are many things that can be accom- 
plished now. 

¢ Prepare for spring—lIf tools 
were put away dirty, clean them 
now. Sharpen all cutting edges with 
a file. Place seed, bulb and plant 
orders now. It’s especially important 
to order roses early. 

e Lawn weeds—February is a 
good time to control several winter 
annuals: Knotweed germinates dur- 
ing thaws this month. The new 85 
per cent calcium arsenate will kill 
the seedlings before they can become 
established. The same _ chemical 
kills common chickweed, suppresses 
growth of Poa annua and (later in 
spring) kills germinating crab-grass 
seed. 

e Still time to prune—Finish 
pruning grape vines, fruit trees, 
summer-flowering shrubs and shade 
trees. 

¢ Protect elms—All spraying to 
protect against Dutch elm disease 
should be done before robins return 
from the South. A warm spell in 
February is ideal. Every inch of 
bark should be covered. Use a 
residual DDT recommended by your 
state authorities or local tree sur- 
geons. This is also a good time to 
remove all weak or dead branches. 

Activate house plants—<As the 
light increases towards the end of 
the month, house plants can be 
gradually brought into more active 
growth. To hasten this, repot those 
that are rootbound. Feed plants 
lightly and keep well watered. Ge- 
raniums and other bedding plants 
kept over winter start to make rapid 
growth; strong cuttings can be taken 
early next month. 

¢ Sow annuals indoors—Many 


annuals should be started now. The 
large-flowered and double petunias 
are among the most important to 
start early because they take longer 
to flower than the small-flowered 
bedding types. Vinca rosea, red 
salvia, coleus and verbena also need 
a head start. Try using the new peat 
pots or those made of vermiculite. 
A single seedling in one of these 
pots will cover a square foot of 
garden space later on. 

e Egg collecting—Go over the 
trunks of fruit and shade trees. 
Watch for egg masses of tent cater- 
pillars and bag worms. If you don’t 
know what they look like remove 
everything that looks. like an egg. 
One exception: if you see some oval 
eggs on fine stalks, save them. These 
are the eggs of an insect that is a 
parasite on harmful insects. t 


Questions of the Month 


Q. When should 1 start tomato 
seeds indoors? 

A. If you have a really light bay 
window start in late March, not 
before. Grow one seedling in a 
3-inch pot. A dozen plants will be 


more than enough for early toma- 
toes. For the main crop I urge that 
seeds be sown directly where they 
are to grow. 

Q. Last fall I stored a clump 
each of several chrysanthemum vari- 
eties. How shall I treat these in 
spring? 

A. If you have a good cold frame 
or hotbed, you can divide these into 
single-stem divisions at any time 
from now on. Pot these divisions 
into peat pots or conventional clay 
pots and put back in the frame. 
Plant outdoors when danger from 
severe frost is over. Without frames, 
better wait to divide until soil can 
be worked in spring. Never plant 
Whole clumps. Another method is 
to root cuttings from new growth 
later on.®

before you realize their presence; 
they multiply rapidly. Frequent 
spraying is necessary—often weekly, 
or whenever new infestations appear. 
Mealy bug, mildew, slugs and snails 
should be eliminated now, too, while 
they are easily controlled. Consult 
your nurseryman for the most effec- 
tive spray materials. 

¢ Wire labels—Wire labels on 
fruit trees, roses, camellias and fuch- 
sias should not be fastened to a 
main stem. Often these plants grow 
so fast that the wire cuts into the 
stems as they swell. 


Question of the Month 


Q. My oranges, when about the 
size of a tennis ball, split open at 
the bottom when they begin to turn 
color. What causes this? 

A. The splitting of oranges, more 
severe with the navel type, is attrib- 
uted to adverse weather. It is most 
likely due to extremely hot, dry air 
that hardens the rind of the fruit. 
followed by cool, moist air that 
produces rapid fruit growth and sub- 
sequent splitting of the rind. It 
occurs more in some years than 
others and this season it has been 
very prevalent. Soil dryness followed 
by a heavy irrigation will probably 
make the condition worse.®

Pointers

(Salem, Oregon) 


Dormant spraying; starting tuberous 
begonias; planting bulbs; early prun- 
ing; bare root trees and shrubs; sow- 
ing seeds; fertilizing; eliminate slugs. 


F EBRUARY is a busy month for 
the gardener. Planting, spray- 
ing, fertilizing and pruning are the 
major activities. 

Dormant spraying—Ihis must 
be completed before new growth 
appears or injury may result. Scale 
and many insect eggs are eliminated 
by spraying now. 

e Starting tuberous begonias— 
Start tubers now in flats of moist 
peat moss. When well rooted move 
to pots and grow there until they 
can be set outdoors after danger of 
frost is past. 

e Planting bulbs—Plant outdoors 
tigridia, ixia, sparaxis and sprekelia. 
Set in raised beds with good drainage 
and protect with a mulch. 

e Early pruning—Some pruning 
is required now. Summer-blooming 
heathers can be cut back to the 
start of last year’s growth. Trumpet 
vine and clematis should be cut back 
to encourage new growth. Summer- 
blooming shrubs should be pruned. 
Grapes may be cut back to one or 
two eyes on last year’s wood. Rasp- 
berry canes should be headed back. 

¢ Bare root trees and shrubs— 
Shrubs and trees are still dormant 
and can safely be moved without 
soil about the roots. Indicative of 
this favored planting time is the fact 
that Arbor Day is observed the sec- 
ond Friday in February west of the 
Cascades and the second Friday in 
April in the East. 

¢ Sowing seeds—Sow pansy seed 
outdoors this month. Seeds of candy- 
tuft, sweet-alyssum and Virginia 
stock may be sown over bulb beds 
to hide the dying bulb foliage later 
on. Perennial seeds may be started 
indoors and transplanted outdoors 
later in the season. 

e Fertilizing—Lawns and peren- 
nial beds benefit from an_ early 


application of fertilizer. Spring rains 
drive the nutrients down to the root 
level of the plants. To give camellias, 
rhododendrons and azaleas a boost 
use a fertilizer specially formulated 
for broad-leaved evergreens. 

e Eliminate slugs—Start the war 
on slugs early in the year. They 
can cause considerable damage to 
seedlings at this season. Use fresh 
applications of a metaldehyde bait 
applied at weekly intervals. 


Questions of the Month 


Q. I have heard that fall is the 
best time for planting roses. How- 
ever, | neglected to plant them and 
wonder if I can have success by 
planting now? 

A. West of the Cascades it is 
best to plant bare root roses in the 
fall but east of the Cascades spring 
planting is recommended. Actually 
roses can be planted almost any 
month of the year now that nursery- 
men stock bushes in cans which can 
be transplanted with little if any 
shock to the plants. 

Q. 1 did not lift my dahlias last 
fall. 1s it possible that they survived 


the winter and if so should they be 
lifted now and replanted? 

A. It’s possible that they came 
through the winter in good shape if 
their location was well drained and 
protected. Dig them now and if 
they appear rotted discard them. If 
the tubers are firm, divide and re- 
plant them. 

OQ. How can I get rid of weeds 
in a border of rhododendrons and 
camellias? 

A. Hand pulling is safest method. 
Weed killers could cause injury to 
shrubbery. A mulch will help keep 
weeds down and make them much 
easier to pull. Use a thick layer of 
peat moss or leaf mold.©

Tree roses raise the beauty and fragrance of both 
the hybrid tea and floribunda varieties right up to eye 
and nose level. (More on tree roses on page 35.) 

Shrub roses, which bear single or semidouble flowers 
of the ancestors of modern roses, are cheerful in shrub 
plantings and borders. They should be planted 6 feet 
apart because of their suckering roots and rooting stems. 

Small white flowers will dot the protective screen 
provided by the multiflora hedge rose in spring. Red, 
pink or white blooms will be found on the rugosa roses, 
which do well in poor soils and along many shore areas. 
The hybrid perpetual roses, which were popular a 
generation ago for their fully double blooms on 4-foot 
shrub plants, have been replaced by many new varieties 
which bloom repeatedly during the summer. 

Roses of the better grades and varieties may be 
purchased by mail from catalogs in early spring, or at 
neighborhood garden centers or nurseries. Either source

will furnish healthier plants than 
establishments which do not have 
the trained plantsmen or facilities 
for caring for living plants. 

The best blooming will be on 
roses planted in good light, but they 
do not require a full day of direct 
sun. In fact, light shade for a part 
of the day sometimes keeps the 
blooms longer. 

Roses like a well-drained soil. 
Where each plant is to be set pro- 
vide at least a bushel of good soil 
mixed with a third of peat moss or 
other humus and plenty of com- 
plete fertilizer. Plants received by 
mail or express should be opened 
at once and the roots soaked in 
water for a few hours. A bit of 
liquid fertilizer added to the water 
often stimulates stronger and faster 
growth. 

Damaged roots should be _ re- 
moved with a smooth diagonal cut. 
The tops of bush roses should be 
cut back to leave four to six buds 
on each strong branch; remove all 
the thin shoots. Climbers may be 
left a foot or two long at planting. 

The bud graft or crook between 
the roots and the stems is a tender 
spot and your guide for correct 
planting depth. It should be just 
above the soil level in warmer sec- 
tions; in cold northern states it 
should be an inch or two under 
the soil. Nurserymen will advise 
the correct depth in local areas. 

The hole should be partly filled 
with a mound of soil and humus 
and the roots spread out and down 
before they are covered with more 
soil. The plant, and the firmed soil 
about its roots, should be soaked thoroughly with plenty 
of water. An 8-inch mound of soil over the branches 
will prevent drying while the new little white fiber 
roots are beginning the miracle of another year of 
rose beauty. (See detailed planting instructions on 
page 31.) 

Dormant roses may be planted until the new growth 
is apparent in spring; in all but coldest states they may 
be planted in the fall after the plants have completed 
their growth and hardened their stems. 

Potted roses in active growth may be planted all 
during the unfrozen season. These roses are available 
in many garden centers and nurseries throughout the 
summer. They like the same rich soil preparation and 
their roots must not be disturbed. The soil in the pot 
should be watered thoroughly an hour or more before 
planting.

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Add some tree roses for accent

HERE IS NO QUESTION as to the attractiveness and 

desirability of one or more well-grown tree or 

standard roses in any rose garden. However, the 
initial high cost, winter protection requirements and 
often comparatively short life in some areas have been 
deterrents to their more general planting. The price 
factor is justified as the cost of production is consider- 
ably greater than that of a bush type of rose. Adequate 
winter protection, though, is not as great a problem as 
many think and if applied intelligently the life expect- 
ancy is usually quite satisfactory. 

A tree rose consists of three component parts—the 
top (head), stem (trunk) and the roots. The latter two 
may be of the same variety or may be a combination of 
two different roses joined together by budding or graft- 
ing. Winter protection of the root system need cause 
no concern as types presently used are winter hardy 
throughout our country. The stems present a compara- 
tively minor problem in protection as they are usually 
either Rosa rugosa (brown thorny bark), IXL (thorn- 
less light green bark) or a strain of R. multiflora. The 
first is quite hardy and requires no protection other 
than staking. The second and third are less hardy and 
require protection where there are zero temperatures. 
The top, or blooming portion, may be any hybrid tea, 
floribunda or grandiflora variety and requires protection 
comparable to or slightly more than that given the same 
variety when it is grown as a bush rose. 

Perhaps a few remarks concerning the cause of winter 
injury might prove of value in insuring survival of your 


tree rose. The hardiness of a variety is not determined 
entirely by the mean temperature of your area. Atmos- 
pheric conditions also influence the effect of cold. A 
cold spell of long duration will cause more injury than 
a brief one and cold winds are more harmful than 
“still” cold. Winter sun following a cold night also 
results in considerable damage. The sudden arrival of 
extremely low temperatures before the wood is suffici- 
ently hardened is a contributing factor to winter casual- 
ties. If the average hybrid tea or grandiflora plant enters 
the winter in a healthy well-ripened condition and other 
conditions are to its liking it should show no injury at 
temperatures of about 5° above zero. [SEE PAGE 84]

Choices among the climbers 


by HELEN VAN PELT WILSON 


HEN SELECTING CLIMBING ROSES, we must always 

take into account the limitations of site and 

space. On most properties there is room for only 
a few climbers—at most perhaps six—unless there is 
a long fence or arbor built just for them. Even then, 
eight to twelve may be the limit, and since climbing 
roses are pretty much set out “for good.” it is most 
important to choose them wisely. 

Where is your climber to grow? That is the first 
consideration. Is it to adorn (it must not smother ) 
post or pillar. small trellis, garden arch or low fence? 
If so, the 8- to 10-foot climbers are for you. There 
is a multitude not only among roses generally con- 
sidered as climbers (actually they are all just tall roses; 
roses have no vinelike tendrils), but also among the 
many big shrub roses and bush types which when 
supported would be handsome for your purpose. 

If you can offer climbers the wide-open spaces, then 

your sights should be set differently. 
You can select the more rampant 
growers to cover the side of a house 
on trellis-work or directly nailed to 
clapboards, for a low garage or shed 
roof, summerhouse or cottage (as at 
Nantucket) or for a long high fence 
or along a wall. 

My own feeling is that if zero 
weather occurs frequently and climb- 
ers must be removed from supports 
and the tops buried in winter, it 
would be better to plant a vine other 
than a rose. Where there is only 
moderate winterkill, you can enjoy 
climbers to their fullest. The climb- 
ing hybrid teas are the most tender. 

In selecting climbers, then, look 

first at the growth potential. Next, 
consider the period of bloom. Some 
one-time bloomers go on for. six 
weeks, and that’s grand because then 
the display is tremendous. If you'd 
rather have less at one time but 
often, choose accordingly. However, 
in Japanese beetle areas or where 
summer heat and humidity are ex- 
cessive, the spring-blooming climbers 
are the best choice. Color and form 
are actually secondary considera- 
tions in the case of climbing roses. 
Here is a small selection of my 
favorite climbers. Moderate growers 
(plant 6 feet apart) include: 

ALOHA: climbing hybrid tea, 


grows to 10 feet. Very double 32-inch salmon-pink 
flowers of distinguished form. Continuous bloom after 
two te three years. Long stems, handsome foliage. 
CLIMBING CRIMSON GLORY: climbing hybrid tea, 
grows to 10 feet. Among hardiest of type. Large 
double ruby-red to “black” blooms with no bluing with 
age. Long stems, sometimes weak necks, very heavy 
flowers. Leathery foliage. Prefers upright growing and 
establishes in two years. Mine mounts a fence post. 
then a white pine tree. Wonderful damask fragrance. 
(CLIMBING SHOT SILK, yellow to orange, up to 10 
feet, and CLIMBING SHOW Gigi, deep, pink to 12 feet, 
are also beautiful and reliable in this class.) 
CLIMBING SUMMER SNOW: climbing’ floribunda, 
grows to 10 feet. Large clusters of 2-inch semidouble 
white flowers from July to October. Not distinguished 
but profuse and effective for an arch with evergreens 
at the side.

soil consisting of a mixture of com- 
post, peat moss, sand, garden soil 
and cow manure (dry or very well 
rotted ). 

These roses are very hardy and 
when well established may send their 
roots down to a depth of 10 inches, 
but they are inclined to heave out 
of the ground the first winter after 
planting. I think their worst enemy 
is drought—two or three days of 
hot drying sun and all leaves and 
flowers are apt to drop off. For 
these reasons I mulch with thin flat 
stones in the summer. They do not 
care for the usual heavy winter 
mulches that larger roses prefer. 
After much trial and error I found 
that a one-inch layer of soil and peat 
moss works best. 

In a window that gets several 
hours of good sun, miniature roses 
will flourish as house plants. Plant 
them in 5-inch pots of the same 
soil mentioned above. Be sure to 
have an inch of drainage—broken 
crocks or sharp stones—in the bot- 
tom.

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cause there is danger of winterkilling 
during the sudden late cold spells 
of March and April. Roses should 
be fed in the spring at the time of 
pruning and again during the first 
week in July. Do not feed after this 
date. Later feedings promote soft 
growth which will winterkill. 

Roses in high altitudes need 
ample water during the summer even 
though there will be rain and cloudy 
weather. Watering twice a week 
should be sufficient when the soil has 
been well prepared and enriched 
with organic matter. A summer 
mulch of wood shavings, pine nee- 
dles, compost or whatever material 
is available is an absolute must. At 
high elevations the sun is hotter and 
the soil dries out and heats faster. 

Rose diseases are not a problem. 
Aphids and an occasional rose bug 
are the most troublesome insect pests 
with the exception of grasshoppers. 
These are more or less a way of life 
and the all-purpose spray we use to 
control them kills the other insects. 


Winter protection should — be 
started when autumn frosts occur 
nightly. Soil should be gradually 


hilled up around the base of the 
plants until it is mounded about 10 
inches high. Then, after the first kill- 
ing frost, cover the entire bed with 
material such as straw, evergreen 
boughs or hay. This covering should 
be at least a foot deep. This deep 
covering should not be touched until 
the end of March. Then remove it 
gradually, taking two full weeks for 
the job. This leaves the soil mulch 
for protection in the event of furthe: 
bad weather. The soil mound can 
be hoed down gradually, timing its 
complete removal to coincide with 
pruning.®

HE ENTICING candy-colored

caladiums are stars of the summer 
garden. Of similar culture, tuberous 
begonias and caladiums can_ be 
grown in the same garden if desired. 
The environmental conditions most 
to their liking are a humid climate 
with moderate daytime temperatures, 
morning or filtered sunlight and 
protection from the hot summer 
sun. The lath house, so popular 
for growing tuberous begonias in 
California, is gaining wider usage 
in other areas of the country. 
The best soil to use is light and 
rich, with good drainage. A good 
mixture consists of equal parts of

coarse sand, leaf mold or compost 
and well-rotted manure. Mulches 
of peat moss or manure are to be 
avoided because they may cause 
stem rot. 

Tubers can be started early in- 
doors—usually six to eight weeks 
in advance of the safe planting 
date outdoors. Fill flats with a mix- 
ture of 2 3 leaf mold, 1/3 sand; 
or use coarse sphagnum or vermicu- 
lite. Set the tubers in partially filled 
flats; cover with from | to 2 inches 
of the mixture. Water thoroughly 
and keep moist but never water- 
logged. Growth is usually apparent 
in a week or two. Flats should then 
be placed where they will receive 
good light but with some protection 


caladiums 


from bright sunlight. Growth will 
be rapid from this point on. 
When the tubers have produced 
two or three good-sized leaves they 
can be transplanted into 8-inch pots 
or directly into the garden if weather 
is settled and warm. Tuberous be- 
gonias should be set with the leaves 
pointing in the direction you want 
the flowers to face. When planting 
outdoors or in pots cover the tubers 
with about | inch of soil. 
Generous fertilizing is recom- 
mended for tuberous begonias and 
caladiums. A solution of fish emul- 
sion applied every three or four 
weeks produces good results. 
Water carefully—not too much— 
and never allow plants to suffer for

water. Water early in the morning 
if possible. A mist spray is bene- 
ficial in hot weather. 

Tuberous begonias can also be 
started from seed sown in January 
indoors or in a greenhouse. Most 
seedlings will bloom the first year 
and form a tuber large enough to 
store through the winter for plant- 
ing next year. 

In late fall tubers of caladiums 
and tuberous begonias, should be 
litted, washed free of soil and stored 
in a cool place over the winter. 
Protect tubers from excessive dry- 
ing by covering with peat moss or 
vermiculite. Examine tubers towards 
the first of the year. Destroy any 
that show signs of rotting. If tubers 
seem shriveled moisten the packing 
media very lightly.®

WATER-LILIES PHOTOCRAPHED BY MAL 


without concrete?

ORTUNATE IS THE LOVER OF WATER-LILIES who 

owns a bit of ‘boggy or springy land that lies over 

clay or hardpan subsoil, impervious enough to 
hold water for a pool without the necessity of concrete 
construction. 

Happily for us, just these conditions exist at our 
summer place in a small Maine seacoast community. 
There, in a setting of native ferns, shrubs and trees 
backed by the deep blue of Penobscot Bay, we have 
been enjoying three “natural” water-lily pools for some 
eighteen years. And no mastery of the mason’s trade 
was needed in their building. 

Although each pond has its peculiar charms and 
virtues, the largest can serve as an illustration of all. 
It was dug in springy ground some 300 feet north of 
the piazza—in a spot that was a mass blackberry 
brambles, unhealthy young swamp maples, fern hum- 
mocks and skunk-cabbages, entirely unusable for any 
other purpose. Although there was no surface wate! 
actually in evidence, the earth was moist to a heavy 
foot and boggy conditions existed in the adjoining pas- 
ture as well as up the hillside to the east. 

Digging was rugged: an axe was needed to supple- 
ment the pick in breaking up hummocks of fern and 
the densely matted roots. A scant foot below the roots 
came clay and hardpan, nature’s own concrete, which 
prevented the filtering of water into the strata below 
An excavation a foot and a half deep over an area 
roughly 25 by 15 feet was not made in a day or in a 
week, but the summer's end found the pond excavated 
and the digger taut in muscle and rewardingly slimmer 
of waist. 


The rich black earth was wheeled to the northern 
end of the pond to form a mound on which to plant 
a screen against the untamed land behind. The clay 
and hardpan, something like wet concrete, were piled 
into a lining some 2 feet thick around the pool’s inside. 
baking hard in the August sun and bonding itself to the 
natural “floor.” Rocks unearthed in the digging were 
dropped into the lining mixture. As the site was on a 
slight incline, the lower side of the pond was built up 
until the embankment rose waist high on the outside.

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During digging, enough water 
came in to make frequent bailing 
necessary. To supplement this seep- 
age from the adjacent ground, we 
drove a 250-foot ditch that branched 
in two directions at the edge of the 
field above the pond. A number of 
small springs were thus tapped, so 
that the trenches became—and have 
remained—gentle watercourses that 
have reclaimed previously boggy 
ground in addition to being a source 
of water for the lily pond. 

To regulate the pond’s intake 
(the water flows in through a piece 
of terra-cotta pipe salvaged from 
the town dump), we simply place 
a piece of sod at the proper level 
at the pipe’s mouth. In this way 
we can lessen or divert the flow in 
spring and early summer, when it 
sometimes becomes too strong for 
the water-lilies’ happiness. (Water- 
lilies like still, warm water, although, 
quite perversely, in another pool the 
variety ROSE AREY is so unorthodox 
as to bloom right up to the edge 
of a little rock fountain.) Since the 
drainage ditch continues downgrade 
from the pond, no overflow pipe and 
Strainer are needed. 


Making the pool was thus sim- 
plicity itself: perspiration and per- 
severance were the chief ingredients! 
Then we leveled off a small lawn 
on the uphill, or eastern, bank, added 
a rustic bench and retained the 
natural background of young spruces 
(made to bush thickly by topping 
and trimming) and brakes. The 
screening mound on the north was 
backed by withe-rods (native vibur- 
nums) and black alders which have 
flourished (as the colorful sheep 
laurel, unfortunately, would not). 
A near-by swamp furnished cat- 
tails to set in the shallow water 
beneath the mound. For the lower 
bank, a wet stretch of roadside 
yielded clumps of feathery pink 
Joe-Pye ‘weed which have increased 
aboundingly, to the delight of but- 
terflies and bees. Lemon day-lilies 
from the brink of a forgotten cellar 
hole, yellow spikes of the old-fash- 
ioned whorled loosestrife found in 
a similar spot, and a double orange 
day-lily have taken happily to the 
rich, moist soil. We also transplanted 
wild forget-me-nots that offer petite 
blue flowers from earliest spring 
until September; and blackberry, 
snowy with bloom in late spring, 
hangs low over the pool. Arrowhead, 
which fairly took our breath away, 


sweeping like foam along the swift- 
running stream near Machias where 
we found it, hugs the bank. It has 
to be resolutely pulled out of the 
center of the pond every once in a 
while to keep it under control. 


In this northern setting, we do not 
consider it practical to grow the 
many beautiful tropical water- 
lily varieties. This is because 
they are so very sensitive to any 
sudden chill in the water and give 
up blooming. And, of course, when 
one leaves before the snow flies it 
is impossible to winter them indoors; 
indeed, most fanciers consider this 
a dubious procedure at best. But the 
hardy water-lilies are truly reward- 
ing, even if less exotic than the ar- 
nuals. With a water temperature 
that ranges from 60° to 80° in sum- 
mer, the beautiful shell-pink Rose 
AREY, a prolific bloomer, does well, 
as does GLorIOsA, carmine-red with 
yellow sepals, and the vigorous, soft 
yellow CHROMATELLA, with _ its 
variegated leaves—probably the 
most popular perennial variety. Our 
three original plants, one of each 
kind, have multiplied into many. 
(We had no luck with the interest- 
ing PauL Hariot, the flowers of 
which change from yellow to pink to 
red as they mature.) For contrast, 
the pool also contains pickerel weed. 
with its great blue candles, which has 
to be firmly restrained from taking 
over, and a single wild white water- 
lily from a native pond that we were 
able to dig from. 

Although 3 feet of water is often 
mentioned as the ideal depth for 
perennial water-lilies, these three 
free growers have thrived in a depth 
of from 8 to 10 inches; even 6 
inches seems sufficient in a dry sea- 
son. Gardeners are often advised 
to plant water-lilies in cedar boxes 
filled with three parts of soil to one 
of well-aged cow manure and topped 
with an inch of sand; however, we 
have preferred naturalizing them. 
We press the rhizomes firmly into 
the layer of black soil on the pond’s 
bottom, sometimes holding them 
down with a stone (placed well clear 
of the crown) until they are safely 
rooted in the soil. 

Our water-lilies persist in flower 
from shortly after July fourth 
through September; we have even 
picked them with a skimming of 
ice around their lovely heads. They 
require no particular care, summer 
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or fall. When the family returns 
from “out to the west’ard” in mid- 
June, the pools are half hidden by 
a wildly exuberant growth of ferns, 
grass, jewel-weed and skunk-cab+ 
bage through which only a few small 
pads can be seen. The ditches are 
running full and cool, having been 
allowed since fall to flow without 
hindrance into the pond and fill it 
io its brink. Even before the sickle 
is put to work on the rank growth, 
a sod plug closes the intake so that 
the still pool may warm up. Fertili- 
zer is then applied: a handful of 
5-10-5 in half a paper napkin is 
pressed down into the mud—usually 
two packets to a plant. 

The result is magical: leaves come 
in abundance, and within a month 
or less the first blooms appear. The 
fertilizing is repeated a month later, 
the water intake is controlled as 
necessary, and yellow or spotted 
leaves are removed. Water-lily cul- 
ture, for us at least, has really been 
as simple as this. 


Preparing for winter offers no 
problems. We simply allow the 
ditches to run directly into the ponds 
again and leave the plants to their 
own devices through winters that 
are consistently cold, although they 
seldom register under 10° below 
The pond freezes solid, but the lilies 
and their finny companions rest well 
in the mud until spring calls again. 

Such pools as ours, of course, 
require no publicizing to the poten- 
tial frog population: frogs in all 
stages of growth bask on the lily 
leaves. Goldfish, lacking means of 
overland locomotion, were originally 
fetched from the nearest five-and- 
dime. In the course of a summer's 
foraging and a winter’s hibernation, 


the little ten-cent size becomes a 
4-inch golden beauty. The fish are 
of considerable value: they take 


care of mosquito larvae, bugs and 
flies, and—of prime importance— 
they control the caddis worms, those 
ingenious little destroyers that cam- 
ouflage themselves as twigs or in a 
dozen other ways and are utter death 
to water-lilies. 


The prospective maker of a “‘nat- 
ural” pool should be cautioned 
against the conviction that trouble 
will never come his way. Quite 
possibly, at some point in the course 
of the years, the water level may 
drop mysteriously. He may blame 
a muskrat, but more likely the water 
has somehow found a subterranean

exit on its own. The cure is to find 
the telltale area of soft earth out- 
side the pond and dig backward 
to the point of leakage, which can 
be re-sealed with clay and hardpan 
salvaged from feeding ditches or, if 
necessary, dug up near by. 

Then there is the problem of 
drought; the fall of 1955 was unique 
in this respect in the state of Maine. 
With feeding ditches no longer run- 
ning, we sadly watched absorption 
and evaporation do their worst. 
When we started the homeward 
trek we left behind a big pond that 

was empty save for a basin about 
4 feet across in which six great gold- 
fish could barely float; the lily pads 
drooped over the scarcely damp soil. 
Yet lo, come June once more, twenty 
fish greeted us, while the water-lilies 
were soon producing twenty to thirty 
blooms a day. 

You'd like a water-lily pool? Turn 
to concrete if you must; but first, if 


the chesen spot is boggy or even 
perpetually damp, it may be worth | 
your while to dig down for a good | 
look at the subsoil. If it’s clay or 
hardpan, you won't need to be a 
mason in order to enjoy water-lilies, 
whether you live in the North or 
South.

Alstroemerias can be grown outdoors 
or in a greenhouse. The flowers 
come in many shades of red, purple, 
yellow and white. Outdoors in the 
South fleshy roots are planted 6 to 8 
inches deep; in colder areas they are 
set 2 to 3 inches deep in spring and 
dug in fall for winter storage. In a 
greenhouse, keep at 50-60, use a 
light, humus soil, 8- to 10-inch pots 
and provide light shade.

| GROW THEM 


by F. F. ROCKWELL 


F THERE IS ONE ITEM On the average American 
| ee that has declined in quality more than all 

others, it is the salad. The unappetizing and tasteless 
conglomeration of the cabbage type of lettuce leaves. 
half-green tomatoes and sliced overgrown radishes, 
served with a commercial dressing about as flavorful as 
a mixture of stale axle grease and vinegar, is an insult 
to both the eye and the palate. Small wonder that such 
salads—so called—usually leave the table unconsumed, 
if not untasted, to find their deserved destination in the 
garbage can. 


The basis of a good salad is good materials. The 
only way to have them at their very best is to grow them 
yourself. Don't let this statement scare you off, even 
if you do not have a full-scale home vegetable garden, 
for the principal ingredients may be grown in very 
limited space, or even combined with flowers. As a 
matter of fact several of them are quite decorative and 
among the most easily grown of vegetables. 

What vegetable is the most important for making 
salads? 

The answer, of course, depends upon personal tastes; 
but by and large I think one may safely say it is lettuce. 
which is not only a delicious salad in itself, but combines 
so perfectly with other vegetables in any mixed salad. 
It is usually the basis of any of the many salads we 
enjoy, and we are fortunate in being able in our moder- 
ate Cape Cod climate—where winter temperatures 
seldom get below 10° above zero—to have it home 
grown pretty much the year round. In a tight, mod- 
erately deep cold frame, if kept covered on an extra-cold 
night with an old rug or heavy burlap, it will come 
safely through quite severe freezing.

PREPARE THEM

FEW YEARS AGO when the talk was of “highbrows, 
A middlebrows and lowbrows,” it was said that 

“highbrows” looked down on any salad except 
that of tossed greens lightly masked with a tart French 
dressing. The middlebrow added vegetables, hard 
boiled eggs, etc., to the ingredients and extra flavor- 
ings to the dressing, while the lowbrow was satisfied 
with a gelatine salad, drenched in mayonnaise dress- 
ing, or a slice of fruit on a lettuce leaf topped with 
mayonnaise or cotiage cheese. 

If this statement is true, then we are definitely 
middlebrows. We like to be adventurous, to add this 
and-that to the salad bowl and to the dressing. but 
always bearing in mind that the secret of a good tossed 
salad is restraint. Only a littke of each ingredient 
should be added, so that no one flavor dominates. The 
perfect blend is the ambition of every salad maker, and 
we are constantly in search of it. 


Here is our basic tossed salad for six with all sorts 
of suggested extra ingredients. What goes in depends 
upon what is in the garden and in the refrigerator 
when the salad is made.

Of course, I never put in every- 
thing listed above at one time. An 
average mixture would be: one sort 
of onion; one cooked and one raw 
vegetable; one sort of cheese. For a 
salad course with dinner we often 
use just the greens, chives and per- 
haps a tang of cheese. The ripe 
olives, however, are always included 
as they give a fillip we like. 

In preparing raw ingredients for 
the salad bowl. each must be dry 
and crisp, and that means wiping 

very green leaf after the salad 
basket has shaken off all extra drops 
of water after washing. Though I 
place my washed and shaken greens 
in a cloth bag in the refrigerator for 
several hours after their preparation, 
I always have to dry them leaf by 
leaf with a soft, absorbent tea towel 
before they go in the bowl. 

The dressing: The question of 
French dressings is controversial. 
Here again individual taste must be 
the guide. We use no sugar and less 
vinegar than many others. Recipes 
may be varied in many ways, modi- 
fied for the bland palate and “hotted 
up” for those who like spice. 

We are advocates of pure olive 
oil. We buy it by the gallon and 
do not necessarily think we must 
have the most expensive. We usu- 
ally go to an Italian store and get 
a moderately priced imported brand. 
The best olive oil we ever had was 
a gallon drawn out of a cask for 
us by an Italian who repaired our 
typewriter. He charged us an ab-

ings is that the more delicate sea- 
sonings must be incorporated when 
it is made, not at the last minute. 
Bleu cheese which has stood in oil 
for some time gathers too much 
strength. If you like this—or any 
other similar ingredient—added to 
the dressing, put it in just before 
serving. This is also true of garlic, 
if you care for only the faintest 
whiff. If this is the case, rub your 
bowl and spoon with a split clove 
and call it enough. 

In general, I advise that the be- 
ginner procure olive oil and good 
vinegar and then add and subtract 
all other possible ingredients until 
he gets just the blend he likes best. 

Another school of thought blends 
the various seasonings with the vine- 
gar in the salad spoon, gradually 
adds oil, and tosses the whole cau- 
tiously with the greens to make sure 
they will not be soaked or over- 
loaded with dressing. This method 
is especially effective for a small 
number of people and for a salad 
of greens alone. 

Try and try again until you are 
satisfied. Experiment is half the fun 
of salad making.® 


SALADS: I GROW THEM 


[FROM PaGE 59] smaller, less-com- 
pact and less-bleached center leaves; 
and the loose-head, with green 
leaves, usually crinkled or fringed, 
in a dense rosette. 

The cabbage-head type, repre- 
sented by such varieties as GREAT 
Lakes, New York and IMPERIAL. 
makes the heaviest heads and stands 
shipping best but has the least flavor 
and is the least nutritious. Often it 
is the only one to be found in 
markets. It requires eighty to ninety 
days to mature. We discontinued 
growing this type years ago. 

The loose-head type matures in 
little more than half the time re- 
quired for cabbage-head varieties, 
grows better in light soils and hot 
weather, is of much better flavor, 
and is the most satisfactory for the 
beginner’s garden. Well-known 
older varieties were SIMPSON and 
GRAND Rapips, but these have been 
largely superseded by such sorts as 
OAKLEAF, of extra-fine flavor, and 
SALAD BowL, recent All-America 
Gold Medal Winner, which has the 
very desirable quality of remaining 
for a long time without bolting to 


seed, even in hot weather. Pe: 
sonally we like the flavor of Oak 
LEAF better. All of the loose-head 
varieties have the advantage that 
they may be used even when half 
grown, the “thinnings” being espe- 
cially tender and delicious. 

The butter-head varieties mature 
a week or so sooner than the cab- 
bage-head sorts. They are at their

best in the cool weather of spring or 
autumn. Older varieties were BIG 
BostoN—still widely grown in New 
England—MIGNONETTE, with ten- 
der, bronzy-green leaves, and Waya- 
HEAD. BiBB, famous for table qual- 
ity, forms a small, tight head but has 
been difficult to grow in many sec- 
tions and is quick to bolt. A newer 
development of this type is Bur- 
PEEANA, making somewhat larger 
heads, longer lasting and easier to 
grow. At present this is our favorite 
variety for spring, fall and winter. 
with OAKLEAF for early summer and 
SALAD Bow for midsummer. 


(romaine) which 
upright heads with a 
peculiar tangy flavor, is favored for 
French salads. It requires nearly 
three months to reach full maturity.

Other Salad Leaves: Somewhat 
like lettuce in that they provide the 
leaf section or base of a salad are 
endive (escarole) and_ chicory. 
sometimes called French endive. 
The former has fringed or crinkled 
leaves, with a distinct, pungent 
flavor; Deep HEART, an All-Amer- 
ica award winner, is the standard 
variety. Chicory or French endive. 
which next to lettuce is our favorite 
salad base, has the great advantage 
that it may be “harvested” all winter 
long from a box or two in the cellar: 
and in cur moderate climate roots 
left in the garden make spring 
growth, so we enjoy it from Decem- 
ber to May. Seed is sown in early 
spring and plants thinned to 4 or 5 
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inches. The parsnip-like roots are 
dug in October, trimmed back to a 
uniform length of about 8 inches, 
and placed upright, almost shoulder 
to shoulder, 8 inches deep in boxes 
about 16 inches deep, packed with a 
mixture of one part sand to two of 
peat moss. When brought into mod- 
erate heat, new, tightly folded leaf 
growth develops quickly and if cut 
just above the crown (when leaf 
tips reach the surface of the box) 
will repeat for a second and often 
even a third cutting. 


Our favorite pepper-uppers for 
salad are watercress and upland 
cress or pepper-grass. Watercress 
may be home grown only by those 
lucky gardeners who have a natural 
spring-fed pool or slow fresh stream; 
but pepper-grass of similar tangy 
flavor, which can be grown in a 
frame or garden row, is ready for 
cutting in about six weeks from seed 
and yields several cuttings. For a 
constant supply make small sowings 
in April, June and August. 


The onion family is also impor- 
tant for flavoring salads. We grow

for this purpose Spanish and white 
onions, green onions, garlic and 
chives. We get our green onions 
from white onion sets. Planted very 
early, 2 inches apart, we take every 
other one out as they throw up their 
tender green shoots, pulling and 
using them as we need them for 
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salads and scallions. Sets kept in 
cold storage through the summer 
may be grown in a frame in autumn 
to provide late-season green onions. 


Chives are perennial of course, 
and once planted as a border to the 
herb or vegetable garden will be al- 
ways with you. The green growth, 
chopped, gives a very delicate onion 
flavor. Parsley, another “must have” 
garnish, makes an attractive border, 
even for a flower bed. Finocchio 
(Florence fennel) and summer 
savory are other easily grown herbs 
which provide out-of-the-ordinary 
flavoring for those who like to make 
salads of distinction. 

For salads that are really full- 
bodied (to borrow the current ad- 
vertising phrase), and supply a sub- 
stantial part of the meal, we make 
use of many vegetables. Our favorite 
during summer of course is the hum- 
ble tomato. To be at their best they 
should be dead ripe. (We keep a 
sunny kitchen shelf, during the long 
tomato season, laden with choice 
specimens from which the most per- 
fect are selected as they reach prime 
condition.) Our two favorite varie- 
ties are BiG Boy and GLAMOUR. 
The use of a yellow variety, such as 
JUBILEE or SUNRAY, adds a variation 
in color as well as flavor. 


Next to tomatoes, snapbeans help 
to make a very substantial salad. 
We like either green or yellow or the 
two mixed. Your favorite bush 
variety will serve. We can also 
recommend that most delicious of 
pole beans, BURPEE’S GOLDEN. 

And have you ever tried beets or 
carrots in a salad? We prefer the 
former cooked, and the latter raw; 
but it’s all a matter of taste. Either 
way they may be enjoyed. But keep 
in mind that, for a salad, the younger 
and more tender they are, the better. 
Carrot foliage, incidentally, is very 
decorative, and carrots will grow as 
well in a group in a flower border as 
in a straight line in a vegetable patch. 
Peas, too, are excellent in salads. 


Cucumbers and radishes are quite 
usual ingredients in the salad bowl. 
However, we care little for them, and 
they distinctly disagree with us. We 
love our salads, but we dislike being 
intermittently reminded of them for 
hours after they have been eaten! 

So here endeth our trip through 
and around the salad patch; and now 
let’s step inside and see what the 
Better Half does with these things.®

Butterfly gladiolus— 
favorite 


by PHILIP G. CORLISS 


T HE general availability of But- 
terfly gladiolus is good news to 
everyone—home gardener, florist, 
commercial grower. Here are gladi- 
olus with universal appeal. There 
will still be those who grow the 
giants, but many will favor the in- 
teresting miniatures and novelties. 
Right in the center of the size range 
come the Butterflies in colors to 
please every taste. 

The term Butterfly was originated 
by the Holland firm of Konynenburg 
& Mark, so it is proper to accept 
their definition of the type. The 
Butterfly gladiolus are in the 300 
class—that is, their largest floret 
(usually the bottom one on _ the 
flower spike) is not less than 342 
nor more than 42 inches in any 
diameter. The diameter of all flowers 
is considered the greatest spread in 
any direction—not straightening out 
any curled segments. The form is 
regular. They may be ruffled or 
frilled, but this is not a requirement 
nor is it characteristic of most of 
the varieties. They should have a 
blotch on the lip petals which is in 
pleasing contrast to or in harmony 
with the predominant color. 

With the medium-sized gladiolus, 
especially the attractive Butterflies, 
the commercial grower finds ready 
sale for both corms and cut flowers. 
This holds true whether his cut 
flower sales are to florists or from a 
roadside stand. The home gardener 
finds this smaller flower spike very 
useful in arrangements and in small 
home gardens. The perfection of the 
Butterfly gladiolus type has elimi- 
nated previous faults such as paucity 
of florets, poor placement and the 
overhanging ‘hood’ inherited from 
Gladiolus primulinus ancestors. 

The miniatures are even smaller 
and in great demand from home 
arrangers and amateur gardeners. 
In recent years the supply of corms 
has never been sufficient. The florists 
do not favor them, since they get 
more for their money in buying big 


ones—it costs about as much to 
grow a miniature as it does to grow 
a giant. Since the commercial grow- 
er’s sale of cut flowers is largely to 
the florists, he thus looks askance 
at the miniatures if he must depend 
on sale of both corms and cut flowers 
to stay in business. 

Gladiolus breeders of the United 
States and Canada have not neg- 
lected medium gladiolus and Dutch 
growers have no monopoly on the 
class. The Dutch, however, have 
strengthened the group with a splen- 
did list of varieties. 

The first Butterfly gladiolus ex-

hibited and offered by Konynenburg 
& Mark (in 1952) were the varieties 
listed below (the principal color and 
the blotch color of each is given).

NOTES FROM MINNESOTA: 


Plants for 
Shallow pools 


by FRANCES DRAKE 
(Glen Lake, Minnesota) 


UST A WATER-PLANT POOL be 

deep, and therefore dangerous to 
small children? If one wants to grow 
lotus or water-lilies, which require 
deep water, a pool is a worrisome haz- 
ard when small children are around. 
But there are many plants which thrive 
in shallow water, making a splendid 
show—delicate or coarse, thin or fat 
foliage; blooms in many colors, shapes 
and sizes, 

Construct a pool in the usual man- 
ner (directions for building pools are 
given in almost all water-lily catalogs). 
After the cement is thoroughly dry, fill 
the pool with clear water and then 
drain it. Do this several times. Then 
put in a false bottom of two or three 
layers of cement blocks to make the 
pool shallow. Before placing the 
blocks in the pool, be absolutely cer- 
tain that the cement in the bottom has 
set; otherwise the blocks will sink into 
the bottom and it will be impossible to 
get them out without breaking the ce- 
ment in the bottom. 

Later, when the children have grown 
up, the false bottom may easily be 
removed, and plants which require 
deeper water may be set out in the 
pool. 

Fill in around the blocks with small 
stones, then shovel in rich soil to 
within 3 inches of the top of the pool. 
Add water to within an inch of the top. 
When the soil and water have had time 
to settle and be warmed up by the sun, 
the pool is ready for the plants. Just 
press the roots into the soil and the 
plants will quickly establish themselves 
in the pool. 

Here in the North, in the vicinity 
of Minneapolis, Minnesota, tender 
water plants are set out about the first 
of June, begin to bloom by the middle 
of July and continue until cut down by 
frost. 

All of the water plants mentioned in 
this article will flourish in as little as 
2 inches of water if given rich soil and 
full sunshine. 

The water-hyacinth, with its 6-inch 
spike of pale blue, hyacinth-like flow- 
ers, makes the best showing of any 
water plant that I have ever raised. 
Water-hyacinths multiply rapidly, and

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appear. In some areas the water- 
hyacinth is considered undesirable be- 
cause it grows so rampantly that it 
chokes waterways. However, in Min- 
nesota, it is not hardy and, therefore, 
not a problem. 

The water-poppy, another dependa- 
ble shallow-water plant, has large 
yellow flowers. Water-lettuce, with its 
rosette of blue-green, velvety leaves, is 
an unusual plant. As a background, I 
use arrowhead and cat-tails with an 
umbrella-plant (Cyperus alternifolius) 
for height and variety. I plant a few 
castor-beans on the north side of the 
pool to give it a tropical air. They 
create a nice setting, but do not shade 
the pool. 

A pool needs very little care during 
the summer—just keep the soil covered 
with about 2 inches of water and re- 
move the faded flowers and dead 
leaves. If the weather is unusually hot 
and dry, sprinkle the plants with water 
a few times each week. Do this in the 
evening—the leaves will respond bet- 
ter than if sprinkled in the sun. 

Fish cannot live in extremely shal- 
low water, but I put in tiny turtles and 
a liberal supply of snails to keep scum 
from forming. I have never put frogs 
in my pool, but word of the clear blue 
water and cool mud must have been 
passed around by a gossipy frog, be- 
cause I have seen the common bull- 
frog, the brown wood frog and the 
beautiful, pale-green, tree frog sunning 
themselves on-leaves in my pool. And 
the chug-chug, chug-chug of the bull- 
frogs fills the warm spring nights. 

For parties and other festive occa- 
sions, I float a few cut flowers on the 
surface of the pool. Large zinnias, 
peonies and dahlias look like water- 
lilies from a short distance. 

Before the first killing frost in 
autumn, I take the umbrella-plant, the 
water-hyacinths and a few of the 
water-poppies into the house and plant 
them in a basin of soil with a little 
water on top. I love to have growing 
things around me during the winter. 

If you live in a section of the coun- 
try where hard frosts occur, remove 
the cement blocks from the pool late 
in the fall. It is a messy job but will 
prevent the pool cracking from frost.®

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A* ANY MAN, WOMAN OR CHILD to name two flow- 
ering trees and shrubs and they will have no diffi- 
culty. But ask them to name six or more and they 
usually hesitate. This lack of familiarity with the scores 
of flowering trees and shrubs is reflected in the average 
home property which all too often is an exact duplicate 
of the one next door. Many streets look like a nursery 
row of but one plant. Yellow forsythia, magenta azalea 
and blue hydrangea are good shrubs that have been so 
overplanted that they have lost their distinction. 
Browse through garden catalogs and books to dis- 
cover some of the fine plants available. The following 
list is very limited—merely a suggestion to help inspire 
your search.

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GROW FROM SEEDS: 


A midwinter 
peppery treat 


by BEBE MILES 


| SPRING still seems a long way 

off, there is one sure way to hurry 
things along—especially if you've 
| been longing for the taste of home- 
grown vegetables. 

While you’re hoping for an end 
to the wet and cold, why not plant 
some watercress indoors? Actually, 
it won't be the lush, fat-leaved cress 
you buy in the market, but its pep- 
pery taste will add spice to salads 
until the first radishes arrive 

What you want is variously of- 
fered as upland cress, pepper grass 
or garden cress. It will grow so well 
| in the house that the first harvest will 
| be ready three or four weeks after 
sowing. Most catalogs list some 
variety of cress which does not re- 
quire running water for growing, 
and that’s what you're after. 

Our plants resemble fine-leaved 
parsley; we sprinkled some on cot- 
tage cheese nineteen days after sow- 
ing the seed. 

Culture could not be much sim- 
pler. We sowed the neat, medium- 
sized seeds freely in small pots filled 
with sandy soil, barely covering the 
seeds from sight. Watered well, the 
pots were covered with a piece of 
cardboard for several days, but a 
peek the first morning showed that 
germination began overnight. 

The second set of leaves started 
forming a week after sowing. When 
I stole my first tiny leaf for a trial, 
I was surprised how hot it already 
tasted. We harvest our pepper grass 
with scissors so. you can see it does 
not grow too rampant for a small 
windowsill. About all it seems to 
require is partial sunlight and plenty 
of water. Ours does best in a cool 
temperature, we think. 

There is no reason why it cannot 
be sown again outside when the soil 
is finally ready, but from our ex- 
perience this cress must then be 
grown in real shade. Otherwise it 
bolts right away in hot weather. 

For now, however, plant cress 
indoors. It will give salads the lift 
they need at this time of year.®

ANNUALS: Some need 
early indoor start 


OOK oUuT! Spring is here, no 
matter how it may look outside 
your window, and it’s time to 

order flower seeds and to even plant 


them in many regions. Of course it’s , 


too early to put the zinnias and mari- 
golds directly in the garden in cold 
climates, but to have the best and 
earliest blooms on several of our 
nicest flowers, successful gardeners 
get started indoors now. 

Here’s alist of the flower seeds 
you can saw indoors six to eight 
weeks before moving outdoors: wax 
begonia, petunia, snapdragon, an- 
nual sweet William, Marguerite, sal- 
via, lobelia, pinks (the annual 
kinds), dahlia, Canterbury bells, 
carnation and verbena. 

A sunny kitchen window is a good 
spot to start plants because the air 
in the kitchen is generally more 
humid than in other parts of the 
house and water is always handy 
when the plants need a drink. 

No elaborate equipment or special 
knowledge is needed. Any container 
which will hold soil to a depth of 2 
or 3 inches will do the trick. A milk 
carton cut in half the long way is an 
ideal small unit; so is a good-sized 
flower pot. Various kinds of peat 
pots and containers are ideal for 
starting annuals. 

Make a mixture of 73 soil and ¥3 
sand or use a planting medium like 
vermiculite. Fill your container to 
within an inch of the top, pressing 
the soil down firmly. Sow seeds in 
rows to be able to distinguish the 
flowers from any weed seeds present 
in the soil, and don’t plant them as 
deep as you are first inclined. Seeds 
as fine as petunia seeds may be left 
right on the surface without cover- 
ing at all, and if you do cover them 
make it the thinnest possible sifting 
of fine sand. 

Containers with a holg in the bot- 
tom are best, for you can then set 


them in a pan of water after the 
seeds are sown and let the moisture 
soak upwards through the soil. When 
the surface begins to show dampness 
remove the container, cover with a 
pane of glass or sheets of newspaper 
to reduce evaporation and wait for 
germination. Generally you will not 


have to water again until the plants 
come up, at which time remove the 
covering at once to prevent legginess 
and damping off. Transplant the 
seedlings to other containers before 
they become crowded, and then to 
the garden when frost is past.

a flower’s life are the most critical 
of all. If the plants get a good start 
half the battle is won, but if they 
are stunted early in life through lack 
of moisture, excessive crowding or 
competition with weeds they take a 
long time to recover. 

Just to make the record straight 
and avoid disappointments, here’s 
what you can expect from the vari- 
ous classes of flowers. Annuals are 
plants that grow from seed and come 
to bloom in a single season, after 
which the plants die. Hardy annuals 
are those which may be planted very 
early because they are resistant to 
cold and can generally stand even 
a little frost. Biennials are plants 
which have a two-year life cycle; 
they are started one season and come 
to bloom and die the second season. 
Perennials are plants which are 
started one season and bloom the 
next and several seasons afterwards. 
Tender perensials are those which 
bloom for several years but which 
need protection during the winter 
because they are susceptible to hard 
freezing or alternate freezing and 
thawing. 

Next to getting the seeds to sprout 
and grow, the most important single 
help a gardener can give his flower 
garden is to remove superfluous 
seedlings. It is just amazing what a 
difference proper spacing in the 
garden makes in the growth of the 
plants and the number of flowers 
produced. Some of the small, com- 
pact petunias may be spaced at as 
little as 8-inch intervals, while big. 
husky plants like the giant zinnias 
and marigolds eventually need fully 
18 inches of space between each 
of the plants. 

All annual flowers and most bien- 
nial and perennial flowers do best 
when planted where they will receive 
full sun all day long. Where they 
receive less than half a day of sun 
they are sure to be sad specimens. 
So for your shady spots resign your- 
self to ivy, plantain-lilies, lily-of-the- 
valley, Vinca minor and the like, 
saving the sunny beds for the an- 
nuals which relish the sun. 

While no gardener would want all 
of his garden to bloom early, leaving 
nothing for late summer and fall, 
still it is nice to know what will rush 
into bloom from spring-planted 
seeds. Here are the annuals that will 
flower quickest: sweet-alyssum, can- 
dytuft, clarkia, linaria, nemophila, 
and dwarf French marigolds.®

way cuttings can tolerate full light 
and the combination seems to be 
beneficial. The technique is_par- 
ticularly successful for propagat- 
ing broad-leaved evergreens, many 
woody shrubs and even roses. 

In every greenhouse there is often 
another water problem not quite 
clearly understood by most opera- 
tors. This is the provision for, and 
correct maintenance of, atmospheric 


humidity. In warm weather, with 
roof vents open, the moist steamy 
air streams out and the incoming 
air, heated by the sun, becomes 
thirsty, often resulting in a dry 
atmosphere. In cold weather, the 
circulation of air against the glass 


leaves much condensed water there. 
A circulating fan for moving this 
air away before it condenses is often 
used. However, the chilled air, 
when re-heated, is minus this im- 
portant water vapor and humidity 
falls unless it is replaced. The tra- 
ditional means of increasing hu- 
midity in a commercial greenhouse 
is the frequent wetting down of 
gravel or dirt paths, coarse coke un- 
der the benches, heating pipes. plant 
foliage and the regular watering of 
the soil in which plants are growing. 

For the home greenhouse, which 
often must go unattended for long 
periods, automatic humidifying sys- 
tems are available.©

This is the

gardening. In future issues there

A SUCCESSFUL ROSE GROWER’S 
é triumphs can be summed up in 
one statement: good varieties prop- 
erly planted, and the best of care 
vith the right tools and equipment! 

Starting off with a robust plant of 
a good variety, you can expect many 
years of garden beauty, provided 
that you give it care. This is where 
a good set of tools comes into the 
picture. 


Proper rose care starts at planting 


time. The series of photographs on 
page 30 gives you the basic rudi- 
ments. The tools needed for plant- 


ing you undoubtedly have—a spade, 
trowel, watering can or hose. In 
addition, of course, you will need 
some peat moss and plant food. It 
would be wise to buy some of the 
special rose fertilizer at planting 
time—and get a fairly large quantity 
as you will be using more later on 
in the season. 


A pair of good pruning shears 
should top the list of “special” tools 
Faagposes. This is one tool that will 
be used from the time buds begin to 
swell in the spring until it’s time to

put the garden to bed in the fall. 
In fact, as your collection of roses 
grows, you may find it to your ad- 
vantage to have several pruners of 
different sizes. 

There are two types of hand 
pruners used on roses. One of these 
—sometimes called the “profes- 
sional” type—has a large single 
blade that has a slicing, scissorlike 
cutting action. The other, called the 
anvil pruner, also has a single blade 
but it cuts against a piece of soft 
metal. The latter type is used a great 
deal by home gardeners because the 
leverage is greater and it is possible 
to cut a fairly thick stem with a 
minimum of effort. 

Hand pruners come in_ several 
different sizes—the larger the size, 
the larger the stem it will cut. On 
rambiers, climbers and shrub roses, 
though, you may have to use an 
even larger pruner, operated with 
two hands, called the lopper. With 
this tool you can cut branches up to 
an inch in diameter—just about the 
thickest you will ever encounter on 
your roses. 


If you were to consider a second 
“special” tool for roses it would be 
a good sprayer or duster. Every 
gardener should have one or both of 
these, but for roses it is extremely 
important that you have an appli- 
cator that is dependable and will do 
a good job. Whether to spray or 
dust is a matter of choice. Either 
way will be effective just as long as 
the right material is applied to the 
plant at the right time. 

Among the dusters there are sev- 
eral types you might consider. There 
is the plunger kind that is operated 
just like a small sprayer—push in 
the handle and a puff of dust comes 
out. There are also the rotary dusters 
which give a continuous cloud of 
dust just as long as you keep turning 
the crank. 

Gardeners with large collections 
of plants may turn to sprayers since

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one filling will cover many plants. 
The small, plunger sprayer—the 
kind used for household spraying— 
is generally inadequate for spraying 
roses. It is best to consider one of 
the pressure sprayers. These spray- 
ers, holding from one to four gallons 
of mixed spray, are operated by 
pumping up a pressure inside the 
tank so that the spray is released in 
a fine mist or stream. Many im- 
provements have been made in these 
sprayers over the past few years. 

There are other types of sprayers 
that will do a good job on roses, too. 
Gaining in popularity each year is 
the hose-end sprayer. This is the 
type that is fastened on the nozzle 
end of the hose and as the water 
passes through the sprayer, the 
chemicals are mixed automatically. 
One of the advantages of this kind 
of sprayer is that the pressure is 
limited only by the pressure of your 
water. Also, it eliminates the mess 
of mixing. 

The power sprayer should not be 
overlooked as a tool of the home 
gardener. Both electric and gasoline- 
powered sprayers holding upwards 
of 20 or more gallons of mixed spray 
are available. You may think that 
20 gallons of spray is a lot, but you 
will be surprised at the amount of 
spray material required for even a 
modest collection of roses. 

In addition to a sprayer or duster, 
you might also consider having a 
pressure can (aerosol) of rose spray 
on hand. There are times when a 
little spot dab from the can is all 
that is necessary to kill some stray 
insects. 

While on the subject of killing 
insects and dispelling diseases, we 
might include a word here about the 
chemicals to use. The manufacturers 
of garden chemicals are making the 
job of insect and disease control 
easier every year. It is now possible 
to get from your garden store all- 
purpose rose insecticide-fungicide 
combinations. These mixtures con- 
tain the right materials to kill the 
most common rose insects and dis- 
eases. They come in both dust and 
spray form and can be used in all 
types of applicators. 

In addition to spraying and prun- 
ing, roses must be watered and fed 
if they are to be ranked as prize 
winners instead of run-of-the-mills. 
The overhead type of sprinkler used 
for lawns is not the best for roses. 
You should strive to keep as much 


water as possible off the foliage to 
avoid disease problems. Therefore, 
for your roses, look for a soaker 
type of waterer which will allow a 
trickle of water to flood the ground. 
There are a number of nozzles that 
are well adapted for roses—espe- 
cially those nozzles which break the 
water by forcing air into the water 
stream. There are also some long-

handled nozzles which allow you to 
place the water directly on the soil. 

Roses, like all other plants, will 
only prosper when well fed. The 
feeding program for roses varies a 
great deal and depends on the soil, 
type of rose, locality and general 
conditions. However, you will find 
that the blends of plant food 
specifically designed for roses give 
excellent results. 

As you work with roses, you'll

find some other items which will 
come in mighty handy. A good pair 
of garden gloves is a must with many 
rose growers—the plants and flowers 
are beautiful, but oh those thorns! 
One of the newer mulch materials 
may also be put on your list of rose 
“specials,” especially if you want 
the plants to be in good condition 
when you return from your vacation. 
Stakes and trellises of one sort or 
another will enhance your plants. 
And be sure to stock up on some 
weatherproof labels so that every 
plant will be clearly named—variety 
names are easily forgotten. 

A good rose deserves the best 
possible care a gardener can give it. 
A good set of tools and the right 
equipment make this care more 
enjoyable.

[FROM PAGE 32] correctly, but many 
gardeners fail to have the best 
blooms because of midseason neg- 
lect. The best flowers and the health- 
iest plants are a result of regular 
fertilizing every three or four weeks 
in summer and the application of 
about an inch of water each hot, dry 
week. Both solid and liquid fertilizers 
are good. Where cold winters are 
common, complete fertilizers should 
not be used after early August, but 
an application of a fertilizer with 
plenty of phosphorus may help turn 
the stems hard and cold-resistant. 

Roses are just attractive to 
some insects and diseases as they 
are to the home gardener. But this 
is no excuse for sharing our plants 
with them. The first step in pest 
control is to keep the roses growing 
vigorously all season. The second 
step is to use some of the new chemi- 
cal combinations. These will be 
simple insurance if applied before 
trouble arrives. Personal preferences 


as 


will decide between the aerosols, 
squeeze cartons, pump or rotary 
dusters, pressure sprays, or appli- 


cators which attach to the end of 
the garden hose. 

Pruning procedures vary with dif- 
ferent climates and with the different 
types of roses. In spring, remove all 
deadwood and weak branches. On 
hybrid teas, leave four to eight good 
buds on each shoot. Floribundas 
need to have weak and crossing 
branches taken out, but only a small 
amount of wood should be removed. 
Grandifloras may be cut back a 
third to keep growth compact. 

Summer pruning can be done as 


the flowers are cut for indoor use. 
Fairly long stems may be cut with 


each bloom, but at least four to 
eight strong leaves and buds should 
be left below the cut on each stem. 

Climbing roses do not need much 
pruning until their canes have grown 
beyond the area they were meant to 
cover. When it is time to restrain 
them, it is best to remove two or 
three of the oldest branches right 
down to the ground each year. This 
will encourage the plant to make 
strong, young shoots that will bear 
more flowers. 

Roses, whether planted individu- 
ally or by the dozens, will repay the 
small initial expense and regular 
care with months of brilliant color 
and fragrance each season for years 
to come! ®

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TREE ROSES 


[FROM PaGE 33] The same variety 
grown as a tree rose, however, re- 
quires protection against tempera- 
tures of 10° or 12° above zero be- 
cause it is several feet above the 
tempering influence of the soil. 
Floribunda roses and some of the 
Brownell creations are slightly more 
hardy than these. 

Protection to insure the survival 
of tree roses can be provided without 
too great an effort. In extremely 
severe areas, where the exposed 
canes of hybrid tea roses always 
winterkill, tree roses can be pro- 
tected by one of three methods. 
They can be planted in small tubs 
containing about a bushel of rich 
loamy soil and stored over winter 
in a fruit cellar. Another method is 
to loosen the roots on one side of 
the tree; bend tree over until it is 
in contact with the ground. Then 
cover the exposed roots, stem and 
top with six to eight inches of soil 
and a top dressing of straw or simi- 
lar material that will prevent too 
frequent alternate freezing and thaw- 
ing. Or, you may dig the entire 
plant, heel it in out of doors (place 
entire plant in a trench and cover 
as above), or place it in a root cellar 
over winter. The two latter methods 
have disadvantages, however, as the 
tops and roots are interdependent 
and annual disturbance of roots is 
not conducive to longevity, vigor 
and maximum bloom. 

In that large in-between area 
where temperatures rarely fall below 
zero the simplest and most practical 
method of protection consists of 
cutting the branches back to about 
6 inches after they have experienced 
a few hard frosts. Then fasten a 
piece of kraft or other water-repel- 
lent paper funnel-like just below the 
branches and tuck a dry material 
such as excelsior, wood shavings, 
rock wool or sphagnum moss firmly 
between, below and above the 
branches. The paper is then pulled 
together, tied at the top and another 
piece is cut and attached over this 
to provide a water-shedding “roof.” 
A plastic or polyethylene bag may 
be substituted for the paper roof. 
The purpose is to insulate against 
cold and fluctuating temperatures 
but if the packing material becomes 
wet the branches of the tree rose 
are likely to rot.

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resistance and should be securely 
attached to one or more heavy 


stakes. Paper and packing material 
should be removed when the possi- 
bility of temperatures lower than 
15° or 20° above zero are past. 
Protection of the green-barked 
trunks to prevent cell injury and 
bark splitting is also necessary in 
most areas. This is easily provided 
by wrapping with several layers of 
heavy paper or burlap. Added secur- 
ity against injury is obtained by 
insulating with straw between the 
irunk and outer wrapping of heavy 
paper or burlap. 

Disease prevention is usually less 
of a problem with tree roses than 
it is with bush types of the same 
variety. Mildew is a rarity and the 
greater air circulation three or four 
feet above the soil level delays black- 
spot infection as the foliage dries 
more rapidly following a rain or 
heavy dew. But precautionary spray- 
ing or dusting with a good fungicide 
is not wasted effort. 

Cane borers and stem girdlers are 
usually the only serious pests of tree 
roses. As cane borers may enter the 
pith of the trunk or branches wher- 
ever it is exposed, all pruning cuts 
should be covered with shellac, tree 
wound dressing or a dab of floral 
(modeling) clay. 

Stem girdlers may present a prob- 
lem in some gardens and are particu- 
larly fond of R. rugosa trunks. A 
pronounced enlargement or swelling 
at point of entry is evidence of their 
presence. Unfortunately, when this 
becomes apparent there is little hope 
that the tree will recover as the cam- 
bium layer has already been de- 
stroyed. Their host plants are wild 
blackberries and other brambles, so 
if you live in an area where these 
shrubs are common, it is. well to 
wrap the trunks of your rose trees 
with water-repellent paper. This 
precautionary measure is really very 
good insurance. 

Pruning a tree rose is somewhat 
more difficult than pruning a bush 
type as it is necessary to visualize 
the overall balance and proportion 
a month or two later. Needless to 
say, a too heavy or one-sided top 
is not desirable. The most practical 
procedure is to prune all the weak 
branches back to point of origin 
and others back to from -4 to 8 
inches so that the top is well bal- 
anced. Approximately one half of 
the buds directly below each cut

mum bloom production. Varieties 
such as BLOSSOMTIME, PHYLLIS 
BipE or GHISLANE DE FELIGONDE 


would probably make very desirable 
recurrent weeping trees as they are 
comparatively flexible in growth and 
not extremely vigorous. They are 
not yet available in the United States, 
however. 

Tree roses top-budded to more 
than one variety are sometimes of- 
fered. The thought of having two 
or three roses of different color on 
one tree appeals to some purchasers 
but the idea is rarely practical as no 
two varieties are of equal vigor and 
sooner or later the more vigorous 
grower takes over and the weaker 
dies of starvation. During the in- 
terim the tree invariably becomes 
a little one-sided. 

As a well-grown tree rose will 
usually produce more blossoms per 
season than a bush type of the same 
variety, it will require more food. 
The general recommendations are 
to double the amount during the 
growing season and cease all appli- 
cations about two months before 
the first killing frosts are expected. 
Otherwise the tree may enter the 
winter with a large proportion of 
soft wood that will winterkill.

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should not be neglected. The man- 
made union of head and trunk 
often a weak spot in the entire 
structure and wind strain may cause 
separation of the union. When this 
occurs the tree is lost. A heavy 
stake or piece of one-inch pipe ham- 
mered solidly into the soil (next to 
the trunk) and sufficiently long to 
project into, but not above, the top- 
most branches provides security. 
Ties should be made at two or three 
points along the trunk to prevent 
swaying. One or more of the main 
branches should also be tied to 
prevent separation by the twisting 
action of the winds. 

The heads and trunks of newly 
planted tree roses require shielding 


from the drying action of winds and | 


sun until the roots become estab- 
lished and able to supply the re- 
quired moisture. This easily 
accomplished by tucking a bit of 
moistened sphagnum moss, straw or 
similar material around the branches 
and covering this, and the trunk, 
with burlap or heavy paper for 
about two or three weeks. 

An established tree may occasion- 
ally produce shoots or suckers along 
the trunk or from the roots. These 
should be removed as soon as they 
appear so that all the plant energy 
may be diverted to the head or 
blooming portion. 

Admittedly, tree roses are some- 
what more difficult to grow than 
bush types but they are well worth 
the added effort as they add height 
and distinction to the garden and 
often make the difference between 
an ordinary and an outstanding ef 
fect. Few horticultural subjects are 


more attractive when in bloom than 
a properly grown tree rose with a 
well rounded, symmetrical head held 
3 or 4 feet above the ground level 
by a sturdy trunk. Even the minia- 
ture type of tree roses on 10- to 12- 
inch trunks offer considerable eye 
appeal and never fail to attract 
attention.®

Pruning climbers is not at all the 
mystery it seems and usually much 
less pruning is required than you 
think—but give yearly attention. 
Regularity is the thing to keep plants 
in bounds. Timing is always the 
same: Prune in very early spring to 
remove any obviously winterkilled 
or diseased wood; right after bloom 
to encourage the next crop on re- 
peaters or to help train and keep a 
plant in place; at any time, if some 
growth is too rampant for the loca- 
tion and purpose of the plant. Grown 
as an espalier, a climber must be 
pruned on what is called the little- 
and-often system. 


Also at any time you can remove 
suckers—growth arising from the 
root stock and below the bud or 
knob of the union. Usually a sucker 
has foliage noticeably different in 
coloring or shininess (though young 
leaves often look different from ma- 
ture ones), and the thorns also may 
vary. Seven leaflets are not a certain 
indication of a sucker, only the point 
of incidence on the stem. 

Since climbers often require three 
years to produce a good flowering 
framework, prune lightly in the be- 
ginning and cut first flowers with 
very short stems. You should tend 
to train rather than cut a young 
plant. Tie the canes up or sidewise, 
according to the plant’s nature. And 
study your plants. Some varieties 
produce only a few big basal canes 
from which arise many flowering 
laterals. Remove the basal canes 
only when they are crowded or cease 
to bear well, and then probably only 
one a season.

stems after blooming to two or three 
leaf buds. On the large-flowered 
repeaters, remove the end of each 
flowering lateral after blooming, but 
leave three or four leaf buds. On 
climbing hybrid teas, remove flowers 
as they fade, again leaving two or 
three leaf buds. On very vigorous 
varieties, cut back new basal canes 
one-third to one-half at the end of 
the growing season to encourage 
more blooming laterals next year. 
Prune climbing floribundas the same 
as climbing hybrid teas, but keep 
the canes clear of brush and spindly 
growth at all times. Remove older 
canes to avoid overcrowding. 

You can set out climbing roses 
in spring or fall according to your 
convenience, except in cold areas 
where spring planting is essential. 
Fall-planted bushes do not always 
have time to send out roots in a new 
location between the time growth is 
sufficiently checked for growers to 
dig bushes and the time all growth 
is checked by cold weather.® 


MINIATURE ROSES 


[FROM PAGE 35] included the tree 
rose type, miniature scions grafted 
on stems and roots of larger roses. 
The other dwarf roses are nearly 
always grown on their own roots. 

Miniatures come in most of the 
colors found in larger roses—white 
through cream, shell-pink to deep 
rose and all shades of red to crim- 
son-black. There are also laven- 
ders, magentas, yellows from cream 
to butter, and several bicolors. 

My favorites? Some of them are 
not yet available in this country, so 
I will mention only those that are. 
Of the whites, Frosty is a slightly 
large, thick-stemmed plant but a 
lavish producer of inch-wide, loose, 
pure white slightly fragrant flowers 
and glossy bright green leaves. Tiny 
Pixie has been justly popular for a 
long time. It is one of the smallest 
and daintiest, with 34-inch white, 
very double blooms, touched with 
pink at the cold beginning and end 
of its very long season. JACKIE is a 
good cream to pale yellow, very like 
Frosty inhabit. 

Of the pinks, CINDERELLA is the 
palest, a satisfactory small plant and 
a good bloomer. Probably the most 
excellent all-around miniature is 
Sweer Fairy. It has vigor, good 
growth habit, constant bloom, dis- 


ease-resistant foliage and, rarest of 
all, a sweet perfume. CUTIE is a 
tiny midget with deep pink flowers 
rather grudgingly produced. It is 
said to be a heavy bloomer in the 
state of California. 

A unique tiny 4-inch plant is 
LEMON Drop, spreading close to 
the ground and producing many 
lovely orange buds and pale apri- 
cot half-dcuble flowers. PERLA DE 
ALCANADA, sometimes known as 
WHEATCROFT’S BABY CRIMSON, is 
a tremendous grower and bloomer 
with many thorny stems and light 
carmine roses. he flowers of 
TINKER BELL are a_ bluish light 
crimson borne freely in clusters on 
a handsome stocky bush. 

ROBIN is a good. bloomer with 
delightful cerise-fringed double flow- 
ers, translucent red thorns and dark 
leaves. One of the very smallest is 
THUMBELINA, a minute dwarf with 
cherry-colored buds and flowers. Of 
the crimsons we have quite a choice 
—DwWarRFKING, CENTENNIAL MIss, 
JULIETTE, OAKINGTON RuBy and 
WaAyYSIDE’s GARNET are all good. 

Of the yellows, BAaBy GOLD STAR 
is excellent, though coarse in stem 
and leaf. Bit 0° SUNSHINE is a 
deeper yellow. Both are a bit chary 
of bloom, but the flowers are lovely. 

The bicolors are all rather new 
and of two types. Pink with darker 
centers are BOo-PEEP, PERLA DE 


MONTSERRAT, PATTY Lou, RoOsaDA, 
Cupipo and Humpty Dumpty, of 
which the only one so far purchas- 
able in this country is Patty Lou. 
In talisman tints of cream, orange 
and copper is CANDLE FLAME. 
BABY MASQUERADE has the four 
colors of yellow, orange, pink and 
red, turning darker as the flower 
matures. The brand-new CaNnpy 
CANE is striped white and red.®

tainers in which plants are potted. Chips 
from broken clay pots, small pebbles 
or chopped oak leaves may be used. Do 
not pot small plants in too large a pot. 
A 2'%-inch pot is adequate for a few 
months. Then shift plant to 3- or 3'%- 
inch pot depending on the plant’s size. 


Sterilize pots before using. A_ simple 
method is to boil pots for twenty min- 
utes and then scrub well to remove 
soil or encrusted salts. All new soil 
should be sterilized. Chemicals are con- 
venient or if small quantities are needed 
it is possible to bake soil in the oven 
for about one hour at 350° temperature. 


Set plants carefully in pots with the 
crown at soil surface. Use a fibrous 
soil containing liberal quantities of peat 
or humus and sharp sand. Firm the soil 
about plant. Leave about % _ inch 
space between soil surface and top of 
pot. Water plants thoroughly and pro- 
tect them from the sun for a day or two. 


To water a number of small pots quickly, 
set them in a pan of warm water for a 
short period of time until surface of 
the soil appears moist. Never let them 
remain in water for long periods. About 
once each month fertilize plants with 
one of the soluble plant fertilizers. 
Place in light window, avoid strong sun. 


To prevent petiole rot a good precau- 
tionary measure is to dip the rim of 
pot in melted paraffin or to cover with 
aluminum foil. This prevents stems 
from resting directly on pot where fer- 
tilizer salts may have seeped through 
porous pot and be of sufficient concen- 
tration to cause rotting of the stems. 


A well-shaped African-violet plant full 
of flowers is the reward for good culture. 
Regular propagation of plants from leaves 
is the best way to assure having young 
plants available. It is also good insur- 
ance against losing stock of a favorite 
variety. Young plants make excellent 
gifts to give to your friends. Sometimes 
you can trade plants with a friend to 
obtain a variety which you do not have.
